Having planted one row, 
directly cover thorn fully with the earfh of the 
trench, raking it back regularly an equal doplb 
over tho crown of the plums. Proceed thfti to 
o;ien another trench a Toot from the first; plant 
it as uhove, and in the same manner plant four 
rows in each bod. Then lightly raking (he 
bed, length-wise, draw off any stones and hard 
clods, and dress the surface neat and even.—* 
Then let the edge bo lined out in exact order, 
allowing threo feet for each alley. But some¬ 
times, in planting large compartments of uspa 
ragus, a first trench having icen made and the 
roots placed as above, then a second trench is 
opened; of which the earth is turned into the 
first over the plants. So proceed in planting 
the whole; making allowance between evory 
four rows for an alley of threo feet, more or less. 
It is of vory great importance to lake up tin 
roots carefully and e\|>oso them to the air as 
' little as |>ossi>'le belore planting.

Asparagus is found growing naturally on the 
Borders ol salt marshes, from which it was in¬ 
terred that salt would be a good manure for that 
(dent. Dr. Deane asserted, that, “To a bed 
fifty feet bv six, a bushel ot salt may be safely 
applied before the plants stuNftn tho spring.” 

A writer for llie Gentses Farmer recom¬ 
mends liom shavings and chips, to bo dug into 
tho ground as excellent manure for asparagus. 
The effect oftbis manure was scarcoly percep¬ 
tible till about three years alter its application, 
When it enabled llie cultivator “to cut daily 
telge quantities of the finest asparagus half an 
inch in diameter. After llie shavings began to 
dpcomposo their ctTect was enormous.” 

. It has been recommended, if tho season be 
dry, to wuter asparagus beds with the drainings 
of a dung-bill, or leached manure,once or twice 
q^week, the beds being sumowhat hallow to¬ 
wards the centre, tbe bettor to retain the water 
Ojtrein.

Tho author observes that “roots of three 
ycura will not only give fruit sooner Ilian those 
of one or two years, but their fibres being har¬ 
der, and roots more numerous, arc lieltcr able 
to sustain the violence inseparable from trans¬ 
plantation, and tho other accidents, (such us > 
heating and chafing,) which often accompany 
it, particularly if thu roots lie brought from a 
distance. 

Asparagus beds should he completely loosen¬ 
ed to u moderate depth every Spring, ns soon 
as the frost is out ol the ground, With a prtqicr 
fork having three short tines, six to eight or 
nine inches tong. But care must tie tnken not 
to go too deep, so as to wound llie crown ol the 
roots. Tha beds being looienod in every (mrl 
to a moderate depth, should be raked over be¬ 
fore the bud* begin to advance. In Autumn, 
after the top* arc turned white by frost, they 
should be cleared off, and a layer or dung, or j

ON THE CULTURE OF ASPARAGUS. 

There are several variolios of this valuable 
plant, and tbe common garden asparagus (as¬ 
paragus officinalis) is cultivated extensively for 
tbe tablo. ll grows best on a soil light ami 
rich. If the useef the idant can bo postponed 
fora year or two, it will be found most advan¬ 
tageous to raise it from the seed. 

Tho following mode of culture has been suc¬ 
cessfully practised by experienced gardeners. 
Dig a trench two anu a half feet wide and ono 
foot deep. The bottom of this should be cov 


ered with good manure, well rotted, four inch¬ 
es thick. Upon that place a layer of luum four 
or five inches thick, upon which tho roots are 
set six inchosapart. Then cover the roots wilh 
good earth, and the succeeding fall spread horse 
manure over the bed. The following spring 
uncover tho surface with an iron rake and take 
off tho manure and dig it witli a dung fork 
AVe know of an asparagus bed, which has been 
forty years established, und is as vigorous aud 
productive now as it was five years after it 
wus commenced. 

Somo gardeners affirm that asparagus should 
always be pro|»ogale<\ by seeds. AndHwt for 
tho purposo of obtaining llio best seeds, tho 
most promising buds should bo marked and li¬ 
ed to a stick, &c. But more of this horculler. 
If sown to transplant, (according to Aliercrom- 
bie,) one quart of seed will be rmpiisito tor 
bed four feet und a half wide, and six feet long 
i If plants a year old are wanted for a plantation

terminate tlio cutting, & permit the slier shoots 
to run up the stalk till October. If from a par¬ 
ticular inducement you cut later than the 21st 
of June, be careful to leave two or more shoot* 
to each stool, in order to draw nourishment to 
it: for the stools left without growing shoots 
will perish; and by negligence in this respoct, 
many unproductive spits are left in beds. 

To save jtsparagns Seed .—“Select some of 
tlie finest and earliest hoads as they mako their 
appearance in the Spring; tie them to stakes 
during tbe Summer, Inking care not to drive 
tho slake through the crown of the plants. In 
autumn, when the berries are ripe, wash out 
the seeds, if for tho market, or to be sent to a 
distance; but for homo towing, keep them in 
tho berry till the time oftowing, the pulp be¬ 
ing a great nourishment to the teed, which 
ought to he kept in a dry place through the 
winter.”— Hart. Trans. 

It is recomraonded never to cut down tho 
•talks ofaspa-ngus in Autumn till the sap is 
gone out, nnd the stalks are dry and withered, 
because the vital juice* return to the roots, and 
strengthen tlie plants for the next ecason. 

1!touching rhparagns .—According to some 
writers, in Spain, Vienna, and somo other |iarts 
ofEuropo.it is customary, in*ordor “to give 
asparagus shoots growing in the open air as 
much length and tenderness ns possible, there 
I* inverted over each stem destined lo be gath¬ 
ered, ss soon as it shoots above ground, a wood¬ 
en tube or pipe eighteen inches high, snd ono 
inch in diameter.” Dr. Forbes on tlie same 
subject says, “in order lo preserve the white- 
nes* of the asparagus slioots they should be 
covered with a wooden orearthen pipe of twelve 
or fifteen inches in height, with a Mein the 
top.”— Hart. Trans. 

“We have no doubt but that asparagus i* 
nearly ns much the belter for being bleached 
us sea-kale, which is said lo be an nspaginous 
plant.—Tho sei-kalo, according to Air. 
ell, ’should bo covered with (tot* or boxes in 
March, so as lo oxcludo the light and to blanch 
it or make it white. If not blanched it is not 
so beautilul to the oye, nr so tender und so deli 
cate In the tas|e as jl'blanclietj.’ ’*

Tho bank, tlie formidable bank, tho 
Gibraltar ol the United States, that towered so 
lately in her pride of place and gloried in Ver 
columns ofmarblo and classical architecture, 
or rather that bustillo of America, that projec¬ 
ted her gloomy shallow over the liberties ol thu 
country, lias boon battered down by tho artille¬ 
ry of democracy anti stormed by ih* energice 
of an indignunt nation rising in support other 
leader and encouraging him to tho accomplish¬ 
ment of hi* greut undertaking. 

Well, the struggle is over, the blow has 
been struck Ihe bank is now in tho convulsions 
of death.—Where is the distress which prevail¬ 
ed six months ago? gone with Ihe author of it, 
the bank; it has vanished into tho sir likes bub¬ 
ble on llio surface of a troubled ocean. Our 
country never was in a more prosperous slate, 
commerce, agriculture manufacture* are flour¬ 
ishing,and prosperity smiles over Ihe land from 
one end of the Union Jo the other. And yet 
the bank is a* we may say, dying. Let u* 
hope that she will gasp lier la*t in peace, let 
us lio|>e that out of her tomb a ghostly aneclre 
will not riso to assume again thiu flash anu sub¬ 
stance of life; let us lioiie that there will bo no 
renovation of thoso evil* from which we have 
been lately freed by tlie perseverauce and firui- 
nosi of enlightened patriotism. 

Unfortunately, gentlemen, at tlie very mo¬ 
ment when lie hud removed all the obstacles 
that threatened to im|ieife the course of our na¬ 
tional prosjicritr, our relations with France, 
our ancient ullr, have assumed an unfriendly 
a*|>ect. For old injuries, inflicted twenty fivo 
yours ago, sho still continues to refuse repara¬ 
tion, when hor high scn*$ of honor ought, it 
scums, lo havo made it imperative upon her to 
repair tho wrongs site had done to her best 
friend. If measures of coercion should he a- 
dopletl by our government, awl if a war should 
ontuo, consequent upon the infatuation of 
France, we Americans of French origin, will 
imitate the noblo example of the Ainericani of 
British orgin, when they resisted British op¬ 
pression, and when undaunted and undismay¬ 
ed, they met and conquered British arm* and 
British valour. We will shew tlie French 
that we are truly their docendante; that if we 
have inherited their language and manner*, wo 
have also inherited tlioir valour and that chivul- 
ric pride of which they boast so much and which 
does not brook the least show of offence. Wo 
will show them that wo are no bastards, no 
mongrel curs, but that our veltis are warmed 
w Ui llio old Gallic nnd Norman Uood, ready 
to flow in the defence ofour country and for life 
glory of Ilia star spangled banner.

RELATIONS WITH FRANCE. 

Mr. Csmbrclcng, from the Committee on 
Foreign Relation*! made the following report; I 
w h : ch was read: 

“The Committee on Foreign Affairs, to 
w hich was referred so much of the President’s 
Message as concerns our political relations with 
France, and the correspondence between Ihe 
Ministers of the two Governments, submit the 
following report: 

"At an early period oflha session tho Com¬ 
mittee took into consideration the question ol 
authorizing reprisals, an I continued from lime 
to time to discuss various motions and resolu¬ 
tions, submitted by iti different members.— 
They could, however, concur in no proposition] 
and, in that condition, a majority deemed it ex¬ 
pedient to po Jtponc their decision till further in¬ 
telligence should be received from France.— 
The Committee had, within the week past, 
twice instructed itschairman to report resolu¬ 
tions, hut the arrival of additional iulelligcn e 
caused a suspension oflhcse reports until an of¬ 
ficial communication should lie received Irnm 
the Executive. That communication places 
tho relations between tho two countries in a 
novel and interesting position. Wliilo there is 
satisfactory evidence that tho French Govern¬ 
ment earnestly desires that tlienppropriation for 
in lemnity should be mails in pursuance of the 
stipulations of the trealv; nnd wliilo (here is 
re ison lo hope I hit l lie Chamber of Dcputiis 
will adopt l|ial measure,nnd faithfully discharge 
the obligations of France to the United Slates; 
it is, on the other hand, to be feared that the | 
conductor tho Government has placed us in a 
position nt least embarrassing, even should it 
not produce an entire suspension of diplomatic 
intercourse between Ibc two nations. In this 
now (insilion of our relations, it is deemed ex- 
prlieil to dispense with further discussion on 
■ lie subject •fiion-iiitorcourso with, and repri* 
sals on the commerce of Franca, to which tho 
attontoao:the Committee had been directol, 
and loletve the question ol'uur political rela¬ 
tions with that Government to the noxt Con¬ 
gress, whose action will uerdoubt bo governed 
by (hocourse which France may deem il ex|>e- 
dient lo pursue. We are nut yet informed 
what in ay have been the decision of the King 
of llie French as to the dismissal of our minis¬ 
ter, nor can wo conjecture what miy l»c llie 
late of tho appropriation in the Chamber ol 
Deputies. 

“ While the committee is unwilling loanlici- 

pnte any but an amicable and favorable result 
in liolh cases, it must be recollected that (lic¬ 
king and Chandler may decide adversely to 
tho interest nnd harmony of the two Nations.— 
Such a decision on the |sirt of Franee, however 
it may be regretted by the People of both coun¬ 
trio*, who Iravo great and growing interests, 
commercial and political, to cherish, may lead 
lo results upon which the Cainmiilce while in 
doubt, and while a hope remains, will not en¬ 
large. 

"The Committee is, therefore, of opinion, 
that, at such a crisis, when events may occur 
which cannot he anticipated, and which may 
lead to important consequences in our external 
relations, it would not discharge its duty to the 
country, if il did not express a lirm resolution 
to insist on the full execution of Ihe Treaty of 
1831, and if it did not recommend to the House 
a contingent preparation for any emergency 
which may grow out of our relations with 
France previous lo the next meeting of Con¬ 
gress. It is a gratifying circumstance 
our means arc adequate lo meet any exi| 


at 


lude ta Mr. Liviligatun, by the French Min¬ 
ister of Foreign Affairs; and of tho presenta¬ 
tion ol a bill, lor thaexecution of tho treaty, to 
the Chamber of Deputies. The President also 
informs the House, that ho has directed Mr. 
Livingston to leave France with our legation, 
in caso llie bill for executing the treaty, should 
be rejected by the Chamber. Notwithstanding 
iheso occurrences, Mr. Livingston, from the 
full means of information possessed by him at 
Paris, expresses lha opinion that the bill will 
beeoiue a law.

“It is not to be cxiracledthatrtn the few days 
which remain ol the session,official intelligence 
will reach u*, that the question is finally 
disposed of. The undersigned are willing, with 
the American Minister ut Paris, to anticipate, 
that the bill for executing the treaty will be¬ 
come a law. The contrary, however, is pos¬ 
sible, and in this event, the action of Congress 
will be required. It is however, at all times 
difficult to provide for events future and con 
tingent, with great precision, by acts of pro¬ 
visional legislation. If no other objection ex¬ 
isted to such legislation, a strong one would 
grow out of the want of time properly lo mature 
the measures which might lie suggested. 

“Should no intelligence reach us before the 
close of tho session, requiring the immediate 
action ol the Legislature, the subject will lie in 
the disposal of the succeeding Congress. Ifany 
thing should occur to make it necessary that 
they should act upon it before the usuul time 
of llieir assembling, llie President lias the pow¬ 
er to call un extra session. Those measures ol 
security which prudence at all limes dictates, 
and which belong to the general care of li e 
public safely, hare already, at the presenl ses¬ 
sion, received tho attention of the appropriate 
Committees and or Congress, and the under¬ 
signed aro prepared clieerlully to co-operate in 
any further measures of the same character 
which the wisdom of Congress may sanction. 

“Nothing seems left, therefore, in the ap¬ 
proaching dissolution of the present Congress 
but to consign the whole subject to the consid:- 
rnlion of ihe people al large—(with wliom it is 
still in some degree a mutter of novel impres¬ 
sion)—to ihe wisdom of the next Congress, 
who will huve all the information necessary for 
further action, if, contrary to the ex|>eclations 
of our Minister at Paris, further action should 
be require !—and to Ihe disposal of an over¬ 
ruling Providence. In respectfully submitting 
these views of the question, the undersigned 
will only add,as a closing sentiment, that they 
fully concur in what they believe lo be llie u- 
naninious opinion of llie present Congress, that 
thoTreuty ofthe -It li of July, 1831, should be 
maintains I, aad its execution insisted on, at all 
hazards, and such, they doubt not, is thu souse 
o: Ilia whole country.

Soon after she struck, tlie masts 
were cut away. During Tuesday and Wed¬ 
nesday the crew and passenger* got on shore 
except one passenger, who putting some mo¬ 
ney into Ids pocket attempted to swim, but 
wus not able lo reach the land and perished in 
the Ureal.ers. A messenger with the new* 
arrived in tho City yesterday by the Philadel¬ 
phia Rail Road Line. Ho left Squam o:t Wed¬ 
nesday evening at which lime lira ship lay on 
(lie outer beach, 100 yards from lira shore, 
bilged, i.nJ apparently “hogged” and full of 
wuter to the lop of the tide. The ship will be 
nn entire wreck, but if tlie weather slioul I 
continue mild, a largo portion of tlie goods 
will he saved. 

Tlie Sovereign cleared with a full cargo of 
wines, brandy, ury goods, fcc. worth probably 
two to three hundred thousand dollars, liesides 
from one lj two hundred thousand dollars in 
gnl 1. The freight list is larger than any ship 
of this line lias brought out for some months.

Tbs Constitution having gone into operation 
on Wednesday Ihe 4th March, 1789, must ol 
course regulate the duration ol both Ihe Presi¬ 
dential and Congressional terms. The elec 
lions for President nnd for members of Con 
grass were Isold previous to tho Constitution 
going into operation, and had a quorum been 
assembled on Ihe 4th March 1789, Congress 
would *t once oh that day have commenced 
their legislation, end declared lira President: 
and although the President was not inducted 
into office unlit after Iho 6th April, yet his 
term of office was considered as expiring on the 
3d March 1793, as the Congressional term ex¬ 
pired on tho 8d March 1791. There facts give 
tha true and only ex|iosition of those sections ol 
the Constitution which relate to the terms ol 
service of Ihe President and members of Con- 
gress, as nothin;* is lo bo found in lira Consti¬ 
tution itself, or in any act of Congress, defining 
or fixing the commencement or duration of 
these several terms. 

It expro**ly follows that if the President 
convokes a Congress after Ihe 3d March 1835, 
nnd before the first Monday of Docember, such 
Congress must be conrqiosed ol Ihe Member* o- 
lected to serve in tlie next House of Represent¬ 
atives, and nf tuch member* of tho Senate as 
have been elected by Ihe different Legislatures 
lo fill tlie places of those, who** six year*, ac¬ 
cording to lira classifies! ion of lira Senators will 
oxpiro on lira 3d March.— Nat.

Massacre of ths Poles at Trieste, 
Tiiiestk, Dec. 30, 1834.—We hat• just 
witnessed in our town a horrible scene, winch 
recalls tlie massacre* ul tho Pole* at Elhing 
and nt Fiscliau. The King of Prussia twill not 
lie the only ono who can boast of being the 
most devoted to the Autocrat. The assassina- 
ution of several |>eaccable refugees lias proved 
to Nicholas that the hangman of Yicna* is hi* 
intimate friend, that he, Nicholas, cun emulate 
him in cruelty, 

Yvsleidav, at ten o’clock at night, a Pole, 
named Zo'totvski, |>orteculed and retained 
without any motive in tdungeon, e*ca|ied, and 
took refuge in a barrack occupied by about 
twenty Poles, who wcrealraut to depart for A- 
incricn. The instant afler, the Cofnmisra- 
ry arrived, anil demanded that tlie Pole who 
had csca|>ed should he given up to him. Tha 
Poles answered ll al they were ready (o 
give him up,hut that they wished first lobnow 
w lint would ba Ins fate, and on what authority, 
the Commissary reclaimed him. Tho Commis¬ 
sary, instead of replying and drawing his m n- 
cate, went to fetch llio guard, and returned ac¬ 
companied by chasseurs on loot, who rushed 
upon the disarmed Poles, the greater number 
of whom had already gone to sleep. They 
were brave on this occasion, llie Austrian sold¬ 
iers! they plunged with courage llieir bayonets 
into the breasts of lira Po'es, w Ira did not defend 
themselves! All would have been massacred, 
but for the pity of some sergeants wl.o arrested 
the fury of tho officers and soldiers. Three 
Poles, however, are now expiring of mortal 
wounds. It is hoped that seven others, seri¬ 
ously wounded, will bo saved, Tlie unhappy 
Zollowski was again thrown into irons, cover- 
od with (lie blood of his countrymen.

The French Journal of F'rankfort of the 16th, 
contains tint KllfoiViiig article: 

“It is pretended IhJt M. Luliecki, Envoy of 
the EntperOr Nibholas, is at this moment act¬ 
ively prosecuting the claims ol the Czar, as 
Sovereign of Poland, to the ummint it is said, of 
two hundred millions. It is said that the prm- 
cipal of the claim is conceded, and that tho on¬ 
ly |M>int in debalti is the amount, tho greatness 
of which causes some demur. 

“It is wilhconfldtidce that we make the fol¬ 
lowing observations with die intention ol gui¬ 
din’' the public opinion; The journals have 
said, and ru|icuied, that M. Luliecki hud been 
seat to Paris ill consequcnco of a claim of tho 
Emperor of Russia, who acted in this affair as 
a pressing creditor. We tielieve that we can 
tlfirm that his Imperial Majc t/,ntlhc moment 
ol our writing, is ignorant, ns well as every 
Imdy else, whether the Russian Government is 
the debtor nr creditor of France. 

“Far from arguing the arrangement of this 
affair, the result of w hich depends on the ex¬ 
amination _of a multitude of documents, we arc 
assured dial tho Emperor Nicholas did not 
lldiik of entering u|sm it, when die French 
Government, thinking it had some claims to 
inake itself, required that soufe person should 
lie sent by Ru<>ia to Paris. It was then, and 
U|iott the application *f the F'rench Ministry, 

1 tat Prince Lulcjki was entrusted wi.li the 
mission. The interests of many private |icr- 
■ ms, ni.litary and others are implicated in this 
affair. Among them wc observe the name of 
M. l,aTitle. A liquidation is the more iiccos- 
sary, aS these affairs are dated from the year 
1812; tho Government of Poland liiund tb, t it 
had claims on its part to op(ioso to tho deman.Is 
of F'ranee. Such is tho slate of the affair.— 
We see how the question has been misrepre- 
•cn’.cd. 

“An affair to be examined, nt the desire of 
the F'rench Government, has liecn transformed 
iatoan urgent demand of the Russian Govern¬ 
ment, which has thus become an importunate 
creditor without knowing it. 

“Prince Luliecki, sent to Paris at the solici¬ 
ts ion of tlie I'roach Ministry, has been re¬ 
presented us un ugent spontaneously sent by 
Russia, which, lielore it knew whether it ivns 
• creditor or debtor, is stated to have demand¬ 
ed two hundred millions. Is this probable 3 
In short, if F’runcc, which alone asked and 
demanded this settlement, should prove to be a 
creditor, it will be paid; if it is a debtor, it 1 
will doubtless pay the debt; licit this cannot be 
kaowu till alter the verification of a vast num¬ 
ber of documents, which Princo Luliecki is 
now commissioned (o examine, conjointly with 
the F’rench Ministers, and at their express and 
reiterated demand. 

“Such it the mission of Prince Luliecki, 
which the Paris Journals have effected to re¬ 
present in an odious light. They might, and 
ought ticrliu|i* to have corrected public opin¬ 
ion, which was deceived on lliis fioint- They 
have not thought fit to do so.” 

The Journal de Frankfort, which has been 
enabled, by chance, to lie lliorougtdy informed 
respecting this question, does what otliera 
should have done, in not suffering I lie truth to 
be longer strangely disfigured. We shall now 
look for the answer of the Ministry. 

THE TWO NAVIES.

F'hekcu Rklationr.—T he proceeding* 
of the House of Representatives, published in 
this morning’spaper and tlie subsequent article* 
on the subject of our affairs with F'ranee,will be 
found of much interest. We congratulate 
the Country on what we consider, tho most au¬ 
spicious vote taken in tho House of Represen¬ 
tatives. Mr. Adams in his speech on this occa¬ 
sion, lias redeemed his reputation from the ap¬ 
parent inconsistency of his former remarks. 

Jdiigg White.—F rom the correspondence 
between certain members of Congress from 
Tennessee and Judge White, which will be 
found on tho first page of this morning’s pajier, 
there ennnot now remain a doubt that the Judge 
intend* to permit his name lo go before the peo¬ 
ple as u candidate for the Presidency, uninflu¬ 
enced by the determination of the Baltimore 
Convention. F'or the political integrity, sound 
Democratic principles and personal honor of 
Hugh L. White, no one can entertain a higher 
rcsjicct limn we do. The firm and decided sup¬ 
erior of every prominent measure of the pre¬ 
sent administration, we cannot hut feel our¬ 
selves allied lo him in political faith. In op|io- 
sition lo a high Tariff, to wild and extravagant 
schemes of Internal improvement, to a Bank of 
(he United Slates, and indeed to all measures 
the legitimate offspring of a latitudinarian con¬ 
struction of the constitution of tho U. States, 
we go heart and hand wi ll him. Although wc 
look upon him as vastly inferior to Mr. Van 
Buren in point oftalen(s,aml as no more ortho¬ 
dox in Ids Democratic principles, yet we could 
wish that lie were likely lo be the sole candi¬ 
date of the Democratic parly. He would make 
us a safe President, (if not a distinguished one) 
if supported and elscted by the supporters of his 
principles, and no change, not even a breath of 
reproach can he uttered against him. 

But in pay ing this tribute of rcsjicct to Judge 
White wo wish to be distinctly understood, as 
not expressing a preference for him over Mr. 
Van Buren. The latter wc look u;xm as a man 
of pre-eminent abilities, of uniform Democratic 
principles, and pledged to the nation to carry 
out (he meisurcs of the present administration. 
Wc therefore individually prclcr him to any 
other candidate, 

Inexprcssingour individual prefurcncc.liow - 
evar, we know that wc do not express the uni¬ 
versal sentiment of our |Niliticnl friends; milliv 
of them docidedly prefer Judge White, anti 
some even cannot he induced to supjiort Mr. 
Van Buren, This feeling it is useless to deny 
or to attempt to conceal in this section of our 
State. Mr. Van Buren cannot get the vote ol 
Maryland,unless opposed by Daniel Webster 
singly, and it would be doubtful even then.— 
If tho Democratic parly could unite on Judge 
While, his success would lie undoubted. If 
Mr, Van Buren, Judge White nnd .Mr. Web¬ 
ster all run, Mr. Webster must inevitably re¬ 
ceive the volo of the Slate: a national conven¬ 
tion will not unite the Domocrutic parly on Mr. 
Van Buren. 

There is one event nevertheless, which may 
sever the tiond that unites Judge White with 
tho Democracy of the nation. Should lie be 
run singly liy (lie united Whig parly, (tho 
Nullifiers of the South and the National lte 
publicans or Federalists of the Middle and 
Northern States) it will become the duly of 
every Democratic Republican toopjiosc his e- 
lection. Elected by the discordant materials 
oflhc Whig parly, and under the influence anil 
advice of Mr. Culhoun, Mr. Clay and Mr. 
Wclislcr, to whom he would he indebted for 
his election, tho Democratic party could ex¬ 
pect nothing but that his principles would yield 
to tho force of thu circumstances unrounding 
nnd sup|iorting him. Those uru frankly our 
views, inde|ietulenl of tho question of a Na¬ 
tional Convention—on that subject wc fhall say 
something at some other time.

Tho following interesting account of the 
Chimney Swallow, is from AudiUm’* new 
work, now being published in FJnglaml. 

“Immediately after my arrival at Louisville, 
in tho Slate of Kentucky, I became acquaint¬ 
ed with the hospitable nod amiable Major Wil¬ 
liam Ulirogliun amt hi* lamily. While talk¬ 
ing one day nlmut lijrds, )ic uskcij me if I had 
seen thu (runs ji) which the Swallows were sup¬ 
posed to spend the winter, but which they on- 
Iv entered, lie said, for (lie purpose of roosting. 
Answering in Iliu affirmative, I was informed 
that on my wqy hack to town, there was a tree 
ruiDnrknhleoi) account ofthe immense numbers 
that resorted to it, and the place in which ij 
stood was described to mo. 1 found it to be a 
sycamore,nearly destitute of branches, sixty or 
seventy foul high, between seven uml eight feet 
in diameter at the base, ami about five for tho 
distance of foijy feel up. where the slumpofa 
broken hollowed branch, about two Ibet in di- 
uii|0lur, made out Irom tlie main stom. This 
wu* tho place at which lljo Siyal|ows entered, 
On closely examining the true, I found it hard, 
hut hollow lo near the roots. It was now a- 
boul 4 o’clock ufternoon, in tho month of July. 
Swallow* were flying over Jeffersonville, 
Louisvilfo und the woods around, hut (here 
were mine near the tree. I proceeded home, and 
slmrtly after returned on loot. The sun was 
going down behind the Silver 11 ill; the evening 
was beautiful; thousand* of swallows wore fly - 
ing closely above me, and three or four at a 
time were pitching into tho hole, like bees hur¬ 
rying into thejr luve. I remained, my head 
leaning on tho tree, listening lo tlm roaring 
noise made within by Jho birds ns they settled 
and arranged themselves, until il was quite 
dark, wluui 1 left tho place, although I was 
convinced that many more had to enter. I did 
not pretend to count them, for tho number wus 
too great, ahd the birds rushed to the entrance 
so thick as to baffle the attempt, ( had scarce¬ 
ly relumed to Louisville, whan a violent lliun- i 
dcr storm passed suddenly over |ho town, and I 
its appearance made mo think thaj the hgrry . 
of the Swallows lo enter the tree wus caused by , 
their anxiety to avoid itl thought ofthe Swal¬ 
lows almost the whole night, so anxious had I 
become to ascertain their number, before the 
time of their departure slwuld arrive. 

“ Next morning, I rose early enough lo reach 
the pluce long before the least ap|ica ranco of 
daylight, and placed roy head against tho tree. 
All was silent within. 1 remained in tliat pos¬ 
ture probably twenty minutes, when suddenly 
I thought the greaj tree was giving way, and 
coming down upon me. Instinctively (sprung 
from it, but whan l looked up to it again, 
what W*s my nstonishmanj to see it standing 
as firm aa ever. The Swallows were now 
pouring out in a black continued stream. I 
ran back to my post, and listened with amaze¬ 
ment to the noise within, which 1 could com¬ 
pare to nothing else Ilian tlie sound of a large 
wheel revolving under u powerful stream. II 
was yet dusky, so that I could hardly see the 
hour on my watch, but I eftimufod tlie, lime 
which tliev tqQIf in gating oul at more than 
thirty mmulef. A tier llioir de(wrture, no 
noise was heard within, and they dispersed m 
every direction with the quickness of thought. 

“I immediately formed the project of ex¬ 
amining the interipr ol tlm tree, whtej), oa my 
kind friend.

SPEECH OF MR- WHITE, 

Or Tesnewek. 

Ill Sennit, Monday, Feb. 16, 1835.—The hill 
in rci'ctil the atl «l I820,commonly called the 
fan r years’ law, Ivcinj^l under consideration, 
Mr. WHI TE rase and said— 

• Mr. President: It Was iny foitime to be 
plated on the committee ol nine, in the year 
1326, whose proceedings have been spoken of 
in this debate. I tin one of t^atcommittee wlio 
tnneurred in ro|»ortiiig the bill, said to be sim¬ 
ilar, to tlie one now under consideration. I ani 
now a* ready to carry out the opinions tlien 
entertained as I was at that time, unless it can 
b« shown Congress lias no power to make the 
enactments, or that they would be injorious to 

society. ... i 

The number of officers employed in hand¬ 
ling public money was necessarily very much 
increased during the war which terminated in 
181-1, 1815. Although the President had Hie 
(toner to remove all the officer* mentioned in 
this hill, yet it was behoved in the year 1820, 
it had not been exercised as frequently «* the 
public interest required. Officers wlaihad rol- 
1 :cted money which they ought to have paid in¬ 
to the Treasury, and officers who drew money 
mil of tlie Treasury, which it was their duty to 
d.s'iursc, according to the requirements of acts 
ol Congress, had, in many instances, failed in 
the performance of their duty ; losses had been 
sustained, and it was feared more would be sus- 
t,-line I, unless additional provisions were made. 
These circumstances gave rise to the act of 
1820. 

lly this statuto, at tlie end of every four years, 
each of these officers are to be out of office, as 
a matter of course, without the exercise ol any 
Executive power whatever; anil during the 
four years, the President, if he pleases to do so, 
has the j-oivei of removing all, or any of them, 
fro.n office. 

In carrying into effect the provisions of this 
act, it was expected, when the term ol an of¬ 
ficer expired, the President would inform him¬ 
self, through the pro|>er detriment, whellier 
the officer had discharged his duty with fidelity 
an 1 if lie was informed lie had, that lie would 
then renominate him for the same office lor 
another term. 

I believe that the benefits expected Irom 
Ibis law have been realized by the practice un¬ 
der it. Ever since I have had the honor of a 
seat on ibis lluor, I affirm, that both under tlie 
past and tho present administration, l have 
witnessed the strictest scrutiny into tlie con¬ 
duct of llicee officers, wlvenovcr renominated, 
and I do not rcmenilier a single case, in which 
thero was a distortion manifested to continue 
any one of them, wliubad been faithless in his 
trust. 

But in 1826 tlie committee believed, al- 
tliough much good had resulted from ttiis law, 
yet, in tho struggles lor place and for power, 
between parlies, very great evils which bad 
not been foreseen, would, in all probability, be 
cxpcricncod. 

Tl* whole of these officers, amounting to a 
vast number, all going out at the end ot each 
four years, and being entirely dependent on the 
will of the President, whether their commis¬ 
sions should be renewed or not, would induce 
many of them to look more to tlicir <non situa¬ 
tion and interest than to the welfare of the 
country; ami with a view to secure themselves, 
they would be most likely to conform their 
opinio is to the wislios of the President, who¬ 
ever lie might hapjien to tie. If ho was a can¬ 
didate for re-election himself, they would most 
likely vote for him; or if one of his friends wns 
a candidate thoy would vote fur him, although 
they might conscientiously Ixdicve, the bust 
inlerestsol the country would be promoted by 
the election of Ins oppouent. It is no answer to 
this argument tusuy, it casts reproach U|ion 
these officers to suppose they would surrender 
their opinions to those in |*>wer. Mr. Presi¬ 
ded, is it a reproach to say they arc men? Is 
it a stigina U|mn their character In say, that 
while they live in this world—that while they 
have families to provide for—they must have 
the means of living? Wo all know wc are too 
apt to conclude that our neighbors will be 
pretty well provided for, when wc are very 
well provided fur ourselves. Ex|>cricncc con 
vinca us that when a man, who is de|ienttciit on 
his own exertions lor a living, obtains ohc of 
these offices, he and his lumily manage well 
if they keep their expenditures within the 
salary. They become dependent upon tlie 
quarter’s sulury for food and clothing. If de¬ 
prived of the office, tlie man knows not to what 
to turn his hand to earn a dollar to subsist upon 
to be deprived of tlie office, is to be deprived 
of tlie only means of obtaining a living by 
holiest moans: Under such circumstances, it 
is most likely theufficer will nut give his judg¬ 
ment lair play ; he will conform Ins opinions to 
the opinion of tlie man wlio has his all in his 
power; or, if he lias ini.ldiness enough to form 
an impartial opinion of the merits of the re¬ 
spective candidates, he wilt loo seldom have 
tlie fortitude In express it, either in conversa¬ 
tion or by his voto. The probability is, that he 
will soon lose all that manly independence so 
essential to tlie preservation of a free govern¬ 
ment. 

Uut, Mr. President, tills evil does not stop 
with the head of the fumily; it slop* not with 
his wife and children; it is cummtiniculed to his 
family connexions. They know Ike situation 
of the officer; liu anil they talk it all over in 
their family circle; they sympathize with him, 
anil all know the feelings of the Executive 
will be the more kind towards him, in propor¬ 
tion to his influence among his friends; and tlie 
result will tie, that in must cases thev will nil 
settle down in llio conviction, that it is most 
wise to lliink ami vole as tlie President wishes. 

Very little reflection, I lliink, must satisfy us 
oflhe Manning extent of this influence in’our 
elections. All District Attorneys, all Custom¬ 
house officers, all Paymasters, all Receivers of 
Public Moneys at your Land Offices, and all 
Surveyors of your public lands, with their 
C'lurks anil all their family connexions, placed 
in a situation to do as the President ofthe U- 
nited Status muy wish; and to this tlie further 
consideration that thus* men, Irom their official 
stations, each has vastly more influence among 
Ins acquaintances than he would have if lie 
were a private man. Society, from (he very 
situation ol the officer, will suppose him a bet¬ 
tor Judge of tlie fitness of a man far the Presi¬ 
dential Chair, than he yrould lie if he wore ■ 
private inun; liesides this", many will know that 
the oflicer will have it in his power to do them 
good turns in his office, il they can secure bis 
gissl opinion. 

Now let us suppose a President in office,pos- 
Mssed ol the iiiiiss of influence thus collected, 
wishing to lie elected a second term, when it 
was (Iso interest of society to leave him out,and 
put some other person in; or let u* suppose a 
1 resident hi lor the Isif time, and to wish to 
designate some individual as hit successor, who 
would not lie the choice ofa majority if letl free 
to act, according to their unbuised judgment 
—what then would tnual probably happen? We 
niight some time find that tlie President would 
»°t in such a caa* he contented with all these 
peotdetiuspiy MinAringwith him, and voting 
with him, they must do more, on pain of not 
befog re neuijiiated;they must each limn do his 


liesl to nfluence as many lo think, to speak, 
ami to act with them as they can procure. 

Where could you find a man aide to make a 
stand in omiosition to itf No where; and you 
would seldom find one willing to make tlie ex¬ 
periment. 

Every one must believe lie could have no 
chance lor success against such fearful odd*. 
Tliesc officer* anil tlieir friends would act in 
concert from one end of tlie Union to the other. 
They will have it in their power to four out at 
once, through the whole laxly politic, a flood 
that would sweep from the purest man that 
lives, every particlcof reputation he hail ac¬ 
quired by a long lile ol virtue and usefulness. 

In 1826, mono member ofthe committee, I 
came to tlie conclusion it " »* dangerous to leave 
suclia power in the handsoflhe Executive,and 
through our Chairman expressed that opinion 

10 the world. I entertain (lie same opinion 
now, am jirejxired to reaffirm, and to act upon 

Then I was in opposition to the Administra¬ 
tion, now I am a friond to the Administration. 
This can make no change in my course. W lien 
tve have a pure and virtuous man for a Chief 
Magistrate, he will thank Congress to take 
front him every discretionary power, which 
they can take with propriety. It will ease 
him of a lal or, and a re»pousil>ilily, most un¬ 
pleasant to a good man,and he will still have 
as many discretionary powers a* lie will know 
I low to exercise for tlie public good. If ever it 
should be our misfortune to have one of an op¬ 
posite character, dis|iosed to use all hi* power 
for the benefit of himself and hi* friends, and 
for tlie purpose ol |ierpetuating power in his 
and their hand*, then social}’ at large ought to 
thank us fur slrippiug tlie Executive of this in¬ 
fluence. 

My opinions upon this subject are not found¬ 
ed u|xxi llm petty consideration of wlm is in 
|lower, whether lie is a |xilitical friend ,or a |io- 
lilical opponent; they rest u|ion eternal princi- 
plcsofivhat I think is right and wrong, be¬ 
tween lliose who arc in, and those wlm arc out 
ol power. They are founded upon principles 
deep as the foundations of the government it- 
sell. U|xm principles which, if disregarded, 
will poison the very fountain from which all 
the blessings of our free anil happy government 
flow. The elective franchise; corrupt tlwl, 
place our citizens in such a situation that they 
will not freely form opinion* for themselves and 
fearlessly act upon lliem, and we will have lit¬ 
tle left worth preserving. 

When called on lo act my |wrt,il is matter 
not lo I* considered by nie,<v|*llicr my friends 
are in or out. In 1826, when called on for an 
opinion, my friends and myself were at tlie 
bottom ol the political wheel. I tlien entertain¬ 
ed and expressed an opinion. Now it has turn¬ 
ed, my friends arid myscll are on its top, our 
op|x>nciils are nil at the Imllom; where we may 
be with the next whirl no man cun tell. As 
w ise men, what ought we to do? We ought to 
ac( justly to all men, Imncslly carry out our 
own old opinions. Secure the People as far ns 
we can in tlie free, uninfluenced exercise ot tlicir 
own opinions at elections. 

My principles arc to limit power if we can, 
so us lo make every man as secure in voting 
for whom he pleases us he is in matters of reli¬ 
gion, in worshipping his Maker according lo 
tlie dictates of his conscience. When |x>wer 

11 so limited that no mancaii souse il as !o njuie 
his opimncnts, then and then only, do I consider 
myscll sale. 

Some speak of this lxxly as a pernment one. 
The situation in which we now find ourselves 
is another proof of the mutability of all tempor¬ 
al concerns. In 1826,1 had the lienor of being 
member of the Committee of N ine, u majority 
of whom, at least, must have entertained opin- 
i'Mi* similar to my own, upon this subject. 
Wltero arc limy now? Two only on this floor, 
in a situation lo be heard in this debate. You, 
Mr. President, ‘ti* true, are present and I am 
sorrv in a situation—no, I am lint sorry you 
are in the honorable station you now occupy— 
hut I uin truly sorry we are deprived of the 
aid of'your distinguished tulanls in this debate, 
if you entertain the same opinions I do. 

We are not acting for out selves ulone; we 
are not acting lor the People of our own lime 
only. Wcareucting for tlie People at large 
of our own lime, and for the People in nil time 
tocome. Let us then so act a* will transmit, 
iincontuminuteil by official influence, to our 
imslcrity, tlie free institutions for which our an¬ 
cestors sluggled, and which we received from 
them as an invaluablo inheritance. 

This bill still will loavn in the hands nf the 
President, power enough over all tlie oflicurs. 
lie will still have the power of dismissing any 
one of them, at any moment he pleases. This 
is of itself a tremendous power, given him in 
trust, to be used for tlie public good, and for 
that only. Never for mere difference of opin¬ 
ion, Imnestly cnleniiued, decently expressed, 
and acted on which moderation. 

Tlie question recurs, how can Congress se¬ 
cure tlie citizens in office against an arbitrary 
exercise of this power, in cases wliere the pub¬ 
lic good does not require il? Tho committee 
have attempted it in tlie third section, by pro¬ 
viding that whenever a nomination is made lo 
the Senate, to fill a vacancy occasioned by a 
removal, tlie President shall stale tlie reason for 
such removal. 

'J’liis, it has been contended. Congress has no 
power to do; because, say the opponents nf this 
bill, all executive power is vested in the Presi ■ 
dent by tlie constitution; and removal from of¬ 
fice is an exercise ofexecutive power. 

The argument* upon this (mint are far from 
satisfactory to my mind; and I must crave the 
indulgence ofthe Senate, while I present, as 
briefly a* possible, my own views upon it. 

It is true tho constitution vests in tlie Presi¬ 
dent the executive power; hut immediately wc 
ask ourselves re hat executive power! In what 
is it to consist? and where shall we ascertain its 
amount, and a s|iecification of it? 

Is uny gentleman, either here or elsewhere, 
prepared to stale it us his opinion, tlial under 
our form of government, exculive |xiwer is un¬ 
limited,and undefined? I hold no such doctrine; 
and it would appear to mo a must mischievous 
opinion. 

The executive |iowcr, in our Government, 
in the President, is that vested in him by ex¬ 
press grants in the constitution, or vested in 
him by acts of Congress, |iu**ed in pursuance 
of the constitution, and nu more. 

By tlie constitution, all legislativa power 
therein (herein) granted, i* vested in Congress. 
By tlie samo instrument,the executive power is 
vested in a Piesident. 

In this latter clause, the words "herein gran¬ 
ted," used in the former, are dropped. 

Tlie reason for dropping them is, lo my mind, 
very obvious. If they had been used as to tlie 
President, lie would not hare any but a smull 
portion of the powers necessary to be rested in 
him, to carry on tlie affairs of tlie Government 

The framer* of that instrument foresaw that 
lie must have many more tiowers than they 
could specify in tlie constitution; and therefore 
they say the executive power shall be vested 
In s President, intending that he should lisre 
•nu oxerciie nil the powers they IhMMolfM 
aflerwards might vest him with; and alsff, all 
of here which Congress might from time to time 
vest in him by laws passed in pursuance ofthe 
constitution. And aflerwards they sum up hi* 
duties, by saying ho shall see that (he laws are 
faithfully executed. 

Under these several Claims, tho executive 


power* are easily ascertained. We firsMook 
into (be constitution, and there see what pow¬ 
ers are expressly given lo him. Nsxt/we look 
to the acts of Congress, and there find,; what 
powers Congress lias vested him with: and 
thus we ascertain his whole powers} *M then 
we see that hit ditties are to see the! *H these 
■towers are faithfully executed. It is as much 
his duly to see that a power vested m him by a 
constitutional late is faithfully execute^ as it 
is to tee that a (rawer vested in him by Hie con¬ 
stitution itaelf is faithfully executed. ^ 

Whatever powers are vested by the consti¬ 
tution, Congress has no power to tiialM&— 
Whatever power* they vest by stalUt*/-VMy 
may change and modify at pleasure. ’ 

Any other notion of Executive powers vested 
in tlie President, it seems to me, e.'Mot be 
maintained under uur form of government. 

By the constitution two classes of officers are 
evidently intended. In relation to on* of these, 
Congress is-bound to create tl*iu,_*nd when 
created, tlie tenure nf theiroffice is fixed by tlie 
constitution, and can sever be changed by act 
of Congress. 

As relates to tlie other class. Congress may 
create the office, or not, as they pleas*. In 
creating it, they may fix the (enure as, they 
please,lor life, for years, or at will; they pre¬ 
sent* what duties they (dense, and nx the 
compensation to suit their own pleasure, and 
they may point out the mods in which the offi¬ 
cer is to l* removed or displaced. 

Every oflicer specified in tlie bill now under 
consideration, falls within thisfuf/erclasfc 1 
Tliey are what is called in the constitution 
"inferior officers," tlie appointment of whom 
congress may vest in the President alone, in 
"tlie Courts of Justice,” or “in fee 11*1. of 
the Departments.” 

Congress tlien has complete power WW all 
these officer*. Tliey may create and abolish 
tlie office, at pleasure, fix ami modify the ten¬ 
ure as they claiuae, and regulate at pleasure (lie 
inode of getting clear of tlie officer. Tliey may 
either have lliem apjioinled as tliey now aie, 
by the President with the advice of tlie Senate, 
or by tlie President alone, or by tlie Courts of 
Justice, or the Heads of tlie Detriments, 

Suppose tl* lull had provided that District 
A Itomcy* should be appointed by tlie courts, to 
liold tlieir offices during tlie pleasure ofthe 
court, but when tlie court removed one and f|i- 
|ioiiiled another, tliey sliouM pot down the rea¬ 
son lor removal, would any gentleman say such 
provision was unconstitutional? 1 fancy lint. 

Su|ipo«c all tlie oilier officer* to I* uppointcO 
by tlie Socretury of tlie Treasury, and him 
vested with a power of removal, hui a provision 
inserted that when lie appointed a successor he 
sliould stale why he hail removed (lie incum¬ 
bent; would such a provision be unconst iftltfoa- 
ul? I think not. 

Ifsuch provisions would not, in (hose cases, 
lie unconstitutional why will tlie like nrovtliqns 
lie unconstitutional when (' e President is to 
ap|Kiint with (lie advice and consent ol th$ Se¬ 
nate? In each case il is legislative enactment, 
or a subject where Congress lias express power 
to act ns it pleases, Without any limitation, tlie 
law therefore l*ing constitutional, tlie Presi¬ 
dent wuukl lie bound to sec il faithfully exccu 
led. 

To me it appears so plain that Congress has 
the (tower lo do wliat this bill projiuses, that I 
feel some surprise liters sliould be uny variety 
of opinion among u* U|ion this question. 

Oii’j is emphatically a government of laws. 
We are a free (leople because il is so. Wlien- 
ever the will ol the (teople is expressed, either 
in tlie constitution or in a law |ki**cd in pursu¬ 
ance thereof, it must he complied with, be¬ 
cause, according to tlie tlicory uf our gnvem- 
inent, the people are sovereign. 

No person doubts, or can doubt, the power 
of tlie President to remove in these case*; hut 
the manner in which lie acquire* this power is 
a different question. Gentlemen who argue a- 
gaiust this section, say lie has it from tl* con¬ 
stitution, because il is an Executive (tower.— 
I deny this, and say il is an Executive (siwer 
liecausc it is made so hy statute, and he |«r- 
fonns a cunslilul.'onl duty when be removes, 
liecausc he is as much liound lo perform Exe¬ 
cutive duties pointed out by statute, as he is lo 
perform those specified in tlie constitution.—It 
is an Executive power, liecause it was the will 
of the |*oplc, through Congress, as tlieir agent, 
to make il to, and tlie same power, through the 
same agent, could have made it a judicial duty, 
if it had been deemed wise so to provide. 

When our reason has fair play, it appears lo 
me there can tie no difficulty on this (mint. In 
1789, us wc have seen, Congress, by tl* cast 
ing vote of II* Vice President, tliought this 
(tower of removal an Executive power under 
II* Constitution. From lluil time to this, all 
officers of tins class have held tlieir offices dur¬ 
ing tl* ideasure of tlie President, to expressed 
in the commission itself. Subsequent statutes, 


all he hits lo do is lo poison the ntfttd of lias Ex¬ 
ecutive against the incumbent, and lo make a 
favorable imprertion as to th* fitness ol hull w ho 
desire* lo be the successor, These objects can 
be aocomplislied by making diameters upon 
paper secretly; before the officer is aware of it, 
bisrepulaliou is blasted by secret and confi¬ 
dential communications made by somoof lliosc 
he bad esteemed his friends; they are talced 
with th* Executive, where it is expected they 
will remain secret, and Upon the strength ol 
their representations, the officer is removed. 
When (his is accomplished, the scuffle com- 

K icesfor a successor; at once paper characters 
procured for perhaps halfa dozen applicants, 
had very frequently tlie indvhlual having in 
pqinl ol feet the worst character of any ot the 
group, is so dressed up, and tu|iported by cer¬ 
tificates, as to convince the Executive tl* pub¬ 
lic interest will be promoted by selecting him 
as the. successor, amt lie is nominated to the 
Senate. The business will not end here; ull 
the disappointed applicant* tlien go to work 
with Senator* to defeat a confirmation of the 
nomination, each hoping when that is done, he 
■lauds next best with tlie Executive, and will 
procure tlie office. 

Under tl* present state of things, society 
will become demoralised; men will be con¬ 
stantly coveting that possessed by tlieir neigh 
bora, and for (lie sake of procuring what th -y 
(Orel, they will bear themselves, and procure 
others also to bear false witness. 

Under tlie laws as they now stand, the busi¬ 
ness of office hunting will becomes science; 
men will be selected and furnished with funds 
to defray the eX|*nso of coming to Washing¬ 
ton, for the pur]tote of having one set turned 
nut ami another set put in, by means ol artful 
tales secretly gotten up and reduced to writ¬ 
ing, which it is sup|K>*ed will never sec the 
light;—this officer ami representative of office 
hunters will come on with one pocket full

and e*|ieciully tlial of 1820, speaking nf these 
very officers being removed and holding during 


pleasure, indicate removals by tl* President, 
and at hi* sole pleasure. IT (lien tl* enact¬ 
ments of Congress authorize (lie removal, who 
can doubt uf the power of tlie President to re¬ 


move f 


But suppose by this very bill, Congress 
sliould say tliese officers should hold tlieir offi¬ 
ce* during good behaviour, wliat then liecomes 
of this constitutional Executive power? It is 
converted into a judicial power, ami you have 
no wuy to remove the incumlient but by im¬ 
peachment, nr by an uxertion of legislative 
(lower in abolishing tl* office. 

II we suppose this power of removal confer¬ 


red hy statute and not by constitution) our 


wlmle course is consistent in our Executive 
business. We have rea|«atedly refused lo call 
•■(•on tlie Executive for hia reasons, and why ? 
Because tlie statutes had vested the power of 
removal at his pleasure merely; ani one lirsisah 
of Congress alone luiil no power to require that 
which both brandies had not thought fit to en¬ 
quire. 

Mr. President, these are the principles uran 
which I was prepared lo act in 1826. They 
are those upon which I wished to bring into 
|tower the present Chief Magistrals. I s|*sk 
only for mysell, hut I believe they were the 
principles of the parly with which I acted, and 
that we were to give effect to these principle*, 
so far as we might have the |iower. For one, 
I have seen mi sufficient reason tocUnge them 
and am prepared to act lham out. It is in 
lo tell me this'is a party question, 
at prim '

principle*, and I am on 
that sale of it, in which I have been educated, 
on which I have heretofore acted, as well at my 
humble abilities have enabled me; it fa one I 
cannot abandon for any earthly consideration, 
liecause in its maintenance I believe (he pros¬ 
perity, happiness and security ol the present. 
and succeeding generation# have a deep and a- 
biding interest. 1 

It is asked by the opponent* of this bill 
benefit tu friends expect from a statement off 


the reason* of the removal, when the nomine- 
tion of a successor is presented lo the 8enet*. 


I answer for myself,!.wish to cut up by 4ha 
Mot* the demoralising tendency of office bun- 
ling; I with to make such provisions by lew. a* 
will shield the Chief Magistrate from imposi¬ 
tion being practised upon him, lo mduce hitn 
te remove men from office; I wish to shield him 
from being impossd upon, as to the character ofl 
(hose who apply for office. 

As the la if now stands, whenever a man may 
lake e fancy lor «4 office filled by his neighbor,

batl characters with which to turn out incum¬ 
bents,ami tlie other filled with good characters, 
with which to iirovivric for his constituents. 

Pass this bill, and a w holesome check will 
be given to the whole system; require the 
reasons for removal to be stated, and no man 
will dare to make a statement which lie dues 
not believe to be true, because exposure and 
disgrace will certainly be tlie consequence, 
You will lake out of llie hand of the cowardly 
assassin the poisoned dagger heretofore used 
tbs dark; you will shield II* Executive against 
mistakes founded on false representations. N 
Executive can be personally acquainted with 
the characters of all men in office, nor with the 
characters of those wlio desire office; lie must 
act upon information derived Irom others; 
ought, and I feel persuaded Ihe present Chief 
Magistrate will thunk Congress for any plan 
by which lie inuy lie the better enabled to dis 
charge his official duties to tl* welfare 
society. 

Another advantage lo I* derived from the 
bill is, that il will check tlie thirst fur office 
and will restore harmony to society. 

When a man is removed lor want ofcapacity 
for want nl integrity, on account of intenipcr 
unce, or a lack of business habits, why not pul 
down the reason? Who is harmed hy il? No- 
loly. Now, a man’s rcjiututiun is stuhlied in 
tl* dark, hy whom, or in wliat manner, he ~ 
unable to find out. 

Pass this bill, and if a mun is injured, ho will 
know hy wIhiiii, and, ir. wliat manner, and 
can wipe out tl* slain, not hy a controversy 
w th II* President, hut hy a controversy wit 
tl* inau whose falsehoods mislead the Presi 
dent. 

Xgain, we will secure in all tin* to come, 
lamest officers in (I* enjoyment of I oiliest 
|Ki’itical opinions; no President will ever re 
move an officer simply because I* will nut 
think and act with -him in politics, wlwn 
knows this reason is to lie of record and remain 
through all lime. 

For myself, mm aloive all others is the lime 
when I wish to see this security furnished lo 
lamest men in office; I wish tl* credit of il tor 
this administration; Id* anxious wish has been 
lo restore to II* Stales and lo individuals wliat 
i.i his judgment, they had ticeu deprived of by 
federal power, and I wish losee, in his day. 
surrender of all means uii unprincipled Chief 
Mugislra e might use In influence tl* politico 
opinions of men; I know him too vvc'.l not 
believe it would meet Ins hearty approbation— 
in time to come, when II* historian shall record 
the beneficial acts ol our illustrious men, I feel 
|*rsuadcd this act would not escu|* his atten¬ 
tion. Sir, the lion. Senator,from South Car¬ 
olina, in some of hi* remurks, bus not done jus- 
ike, as I think, lo the Chief Magistrate: he 
says lie came into power on the principles of re¬ 
form and retrenchment, and that he was hound 
to carry them out, instead which (he expendi¬ 
ture* the Government are double. Sir, I* was 
not bound to do mure than limn could |*rfurm. 
Oi* cause uf an inc reuse of expenditure in tl* 
Indian Department lias been lairly stated by 
tl* Senator from Missouri: it lurnisl** matter 
for praise, none for censure. How is it ns lo 
others? He hut been against a tariff for pro¬ 
tection merely; I* has been opposed to the sys¬ 
tem of internal improvement; I* lias been u- 
gainsl tl* Bunk; in sluirl I* lias been against 
It* exercise of liaise constructive, and doubtful 
|iowers which create so much discord among 
ourselves and such lieavy drains u|ionour Trea¬ 
sury; he lias enforced his opinion* with an abi¬ 
lity ami zeal seldom either equalled or surpass¬ 
ed. Why then, is it asked, bus he not succeed¬ 
ed, according lo hi* wislws? Because, alone, 
be could not accomplish hi* wishes. I fearless¬ 
ly appeal to every man wlio hears me, ilml 
from the lime he first came into (tower, to this 
moment, I* nevci liail at any ono a majority in 
both Houses, frequently • majority in iioitl*r. 
Members come into Congress under ono set of 
colors, and when here fight under another; at 
elections ll*y get voles under the Jackson co¬ 
lors; when here, they ure tree unit imlc|wiufent, 
amt act U|kxi such principles as they approve. 
Every man brings with him his vail ol Aidts- 
sas vegetable acid, ami all ho has to do is to 
touch his collar, as it is culled, with n few drops, 
and off il falls.

ot this, in defiance of hi* known wishes, they

Ofthe Committee on Ways and Mains, in re¬ 
lation to II* Che*a|ic.iko and Ohio Canal to 
Cumberland," and ol the "Baltimore and 
Susquehanna Rail Road to the borough of 
York." 

The Committee of Ways and Means, under 
lha order of the House, have carefully examin¬ 
ed and considered Ihe hill lo provide for tho 
completion of the Chesapeake unit Ohio Canal 
lo Cumberland, and the hill lo provide lor the 
completion of the Baltimore ana Susqucluinuu 
Railroad to the borough of York, and ros|*ct- 
fully re)*rt as the result of tlieir deliberations, 
the opinion that Ihe State of Maryland is called 
iqion, by reasons that it cannot disregard with¬ 
out tl* most fatal results, at once tu place the 
accomplishment of these works beyond the 
reach of doubt. a 

For many reasons not necessary to I* here 
enumerated, tho committee has t*on indu ;cd lo 
regard these works as pirts ol one grand sys¬ 
tem (eliding lo the same great results,and be¬ 
lieving that "in uilio i there is strength,’’tliey 
have judged it *X|*dient lo present them in one 
harmonious scheme. The toll which they have 
ll*lionor herewith to re|iort, entitle I,"An Act 
to provide for the completion of the Chesapeake 
a id Ohio Canal lo Cundicrland, and to provide 
for the completion ol tl* Baltimore and Sus¬ 
quehanna Railroad to the Imrough of York, in 
Ihe Stato nf Pennsylvania,’’ is bill little vuried 
Irani tho several lulls they have had under con¬ 
sideration, except hy tl* introduction of every 
guard, which, while not calculut<xl lo restrain 
or impede the wliolesoma action of either of tlie 
two companies, cannot fail to satisfy those who, 
deeming themselves out ofthorencliofthe ben¬ 
efit* of wliat nro denominated internal improve¬ 
ments, arc yet willing to keep pace with tl* 
spirit of tl* age and (ho want* nf the State at 
large, as far as may I* entirely compitihle with 
tl* security ol Ihe Treasury and the absence of 
luxation. 

In regard to the expediency, or rather Ihe 
necessity, of those works, Ihe proceedings of our 
predecessors, and the enlightened lulxir* of the 
Committee on Internal Improvements, have 
left us little to do or say, nor ure the Commit¬ 
tee willing lo consume in chlKimtc and length¬ 
ened argument the time of the House, nuw 
hricl and valuable, and lo which action, alxive 
ull oilier things, seems most appropriate. Yet 
wc will take time lo express II* lio|* and be¬ 
lief, that when the House shall look at the vast 
o;*rntions in which our sister Stutcs arc exert¬ 
ing tlicir mighty energies, and shall see them, 
and especially New York, tl* pioneer, grow¬ 
ing with the growth and strengthening with the 
strength of her public works; and shall see lliote 
works, with ulniost creative (lower, calling 
forth and disenthralling the hidden wealth and 
slumbering resources of whatever wilderness 
they penetrate, incredulity will be silenced and 
reluctance overcome. 

In relation to the Union bill now offered lo 
the House, the Committee lias dclil*ruted and 
(Hindered its every syllable—no practicable de¬ 
vice for securing II* State from loss or incon¬ 
venience has been prelcrinitled; and scrutiny is 
invited und calculation defied to delect a cre¬ 
vice, through which a wound might reach tl* 
public credit or capital. We offer it loll* 
House with confidence, as a sure and infalli¬ 
ble guide to Stale wealth; us u measure which 
willliunisti despondence from our commercial 
emporium, cheapen transportation and increase 
the wealth of tho |*oplo; uncover neglected 
mines of priceless treasure, attract a teeming 
population, an I make our Stale the centre ofa 
trade, which nono can estimate : und do all this 
without abstracting one dullur from the Treas¬ 
ury, or from Ilia |iockets of the |wnplo. Not 
only so, but wflli mathematical ceitaintv, hy 
tl* accumulation of a cupilul of three millions 
of dollurs, which wo now liave not; make am¬ 
ide provisions lor tho establishment ni Ihe un- 
apnreciuhla blessing of universal education. 

PI* Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Company 
has e\pended on llint magnificent work four 
millions of dollars. Two millions of dollurs 
more urn required looxtcnd it to Cumberland 
That sum II* hill pro|>oscs to feud. In the 
first place, it made an milis|iciisahfe condition 
to II* safe of Ihe Slutu stock, hy which il is pro¬ 
posed to raise II* money, that every hundred 
dollars of stock ilialt bring at least one hundred 
and fifteen dollurs. Gond reasons liure been 
presented lo the committee for the presumption 
that il will produce much more, ami tl* daily 
prices current sl*w, that slocks, in no re*|*cl 
preferable, and in many not equal, command in 
II* markets nf this country more than 22 per 
cent advance; hut let II* price limited in tl* 
bill I* assumed ns thul attained. Nothing cun 
be more certain, limn that, by being carefully 
husbanded, anil regularly compounded, fifteen 
dollar* will, in less than thirty-throe years, tw- 
coine more than one hundred, and if* interest 
(in the capital of II* debt fa to be, in tlie moan 


week* II* canal Kill l* open to ■ point tight 
m t :s West of Williamsport,»t wlik’lr pltie by 
II* construction ofa liigli dam across the rivei, 
II* produce of Alleghany, and the counties 
Bonin «f tl* river hitfc hcrti tarred up for tl* 
Iasi two years. Estimates have been made, 
uml seemingly entitled to much ronfidencr, 
rendering itlnghly probable!lint a* soon ns ft* 
canal shall he opened to receive ffef fHtr trade 
at the (Kiint just mentioned, tl* interruption 
tie low, occaskxwrl by tl* construction of the 
Rail road I*itig now uUtr removed, the tolls in 
the year ending on the first of April, 1836, wilt 
amount to two hundred thousand dollar*. If 
only one hnlf that sum I* realised, Ihe'questim* 
is solved in II* affirmative; Imt II* prunt fa not 
IKisitivc. The history ofthe present year can¬ 
not I* written until tmv Aext is begun. 

We propone another nietlwd: imyingtoido 
as unnecessary, but still nnf M'SfcTYsifife ot (Ha 
(Mover of tl* t ml mines, and the trade lieyoml 
tl* iiioiinluin* to swell these tolls, we will core* 
aider the canal as finished to Cumberland an4 
ile|*ii(lent fo» il* revenue on tl* ordinary pro¬ 
ductions and travel of tl* contiguous country. 

11 could not surely be expected lo produce a less 
income on its capital tlmn an ordinary turn¬ 
pike road. Some of tl* turnpike roods in our 
State, parallel and near to the canal, produce 
a clear income ol shout four per cent. Now 
when finished to Cumhcrfann, tl* canal w ill 
have cost six millions of dollar*, on winch sunt 
four |*r cent is two hundred and forty thousand 
dollars, being precisely double tl* amount of 
tl* interest which tl* company will I* liound 
to pay lo tho Stale Treasury, anil necessary lo 
keep the sinking' fund free. Wc shall stop 
here, pu posely resisting & avoiding II* temp¬ 
tation to sketch a picture which time and ex|«- 
liencc will soon display.of the rich fruits which 
must reward this enterprise. This plain com¬ 
mon-sense statement must demonstrate tl* un- 
ass.ulablc security of tl* Slate’s |wsition, in fos¬ 
tering this noble but languishing enterprise, or 
no wools can. 

The committee hastens to offer ■ few of II* 
considerations which lie on tl* surface of (lint 
.'oluttie which they have not tin* to unroll .and 
which force the irresistible conviction that tl* 
State of Maryland must accomplish alto the 
Baltimore anil Susqucliannah Railroad, and so 
complete her great and connected series of pub¬ 
lic works, consummating and sealing her own 
wealth and honor—and ll* prusjwrily of her 
commercial emporium. 

One neod but view the map of II* populous, 
enterprising and flourishing State of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, to sec that the door she has opened lo the 
West, tlial the connexions she has accomplish¬ 
ed, and is projecting with the various hikes, 
llwt five-sixths of all tho canals and rail roads 
in the construction of which she lias poured and 
is (touring nlh her treasures like wafer, have 
been or are being mule over tl* very routes 
long since traced us necessary lo 1* improved 
for tin security & advancement of II* trade of 
Baltimore. Nor could tl* same money have 
been more effectually, if it tad l*en expressly 
expended fur tl* benefit of that city, provahd 
Ihe means l* now afforded to complete the con¬ 
nection, and place her in advance of Phitadel- 
pl.i i, in reference to these improvements.

LAWS OF THE rfslTKI) STATES PASSED AT 
THE SECOND SESSION TWENTY-THIRD 
CONGRESS. 


[Public No. 18.] 

AN ACT making appropriations for the civil 
hih! diplomatic expense* of the Government 
for the year one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty .five. • 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Ile- 
presentatives of the United Slate s of America 
in Cnngrees assembled, That the following sums 
ln», and tho same are hereby, appropriated, to 
In- paid out of any unappropriated money in tho 
Treasury, viz. 

For pay and mileage of the members of Con- 
gross and Delegates, three hundred and fifty- 
throe thousand two hundred and forty-eight 
dollars. 

For pay of the officers and clerks of the Sen¬ 
ate and House of Representatives, thirty-three 
thousand seven hundred dollars. 

For stationary, fuel, printing, and all other 
incidental and contingent excuses of the Sen¬ 
ate, including twenty thousand dollars deficien¬ 
cy of appropriation lor the same objects for the 
year ona thousand eight hundred und tliirty- 
Ibur, the sum of eighty-five thousand five hun¬ 
dred dollar*. • 

For alatiooary7.fuel, printing, and all other 
incidental' und cool ingftut expends of the House 
of Representative*, two hundred thousand dol¬ 
lar*. Tho two turn* last mentioned *o be ap¬ 
plied to Die payment oflho ordinary expcndi-

lose an ox. Likewise the horse, when arrived 
at maturity, or an age which fits him (arm 
farmer's team, begins soon lo depreciate in val¬ 
ue, and is nt length worth little or nothing 
more than his hide,—while the ox at any age, 
if fat, is worth, to tho butcher, more than he 
ever cost, in his prime, for the team. 

The only objoitinn urged against oxen is 
their slowness. But inmost of the ordinary 
business of tho farm, this can scarcely be an 
objection. In drawing into Ihe barn hay and 
grain in the lime of harvest—drawing manure 
from the yard on lo the farm—drawing wood 
to tlih door—ploughing and clearing oul ditch¬ 
es for draining Innd—drawing rails for tho re¬ 
pair of fences, &.C. &x. oxen are conceded by 
all to be the sales! nnd best team. And even 
before tho plough, tlm difference in the speed 
of the horse und the ox is not sufficient to make 
good the difference in the expense of keeping 
and attendance. A man with a pair of oxen 
may put in twenty or twenty-live acres of 
wheal in one season, while with a pair of hor¬ 
ses ho can hut littlo exceed thirty acres. 

I shall here mill a comparative view of the 
expense of keeping a |uiir of oxen lor eight 
years. I shall supiKite them both five year* 
old, the first puirof oxen to he fattened and 
sold when nine year* old, and their place sup¬ 
plied by another pair, five years old; and sup- 
|iusn them to lie kept four years and then fatten¬ 
ed nnd sold, together wilh the horses, which 
will'then tic thirteen yenrs old. .

No public officer, since the commencement 
of the administration of Gen. Jackson, has been 
more relentlessly persecuted than Major Bar¬

System and or¬ 
ganization have been given to the ro^eipu and 
payments of moneys, so as to guard aguint in¬ 
dividual responsibility or temptation.

CONGRESS. 

Wo publish in this day’s paper, tbo proceed¬ 
ings of the House of Representatives on tho 
last day of the session of Congress; by which il 
will be jmreeived that the bill appropriating 
63,003,000 for the general defence uf the coun¬ 
try, wasdefuuted by faction and Senatorial ma¬ 
lignity. It appear* that Ihe House, with a view 
ol making preparation to “meet uny emergen¬ 
cy growing out ol our relations with France,” 
added lo the general fortification bill a clause 
appropriating 03,030,000 for placing tlm coun¬ 
try in a stale of delbnco, if circumstances should 
require it. For (bo honor of the country-ami 
our credit ns n free people, it wus to lie Imped 
that not a single voice would lie raised in any 
quarter against this necessary measure of sell 
defence. Our fortifications for the protection 
of the senlmurd had (alien into decay—but a 
small portion of tlie Navy wus in a condition 
for active service, and our little nrmy wus 

di*|ieraed over a widely extended territory._ 

Our Minister at the Court oISl. Cloud Inuiad¬ 
vised tbe government, that France, in addition 
to the disregard ol its solemn treaty stipulations, 
might anticipate our movements “by the sei¬ 
zure ol our vessels in port, or the attack of our 
ships in the Mediterranean with a siqierior 
force.” At such u crisis, who could indulge 
the humiliating thought that a single Amei ican 
citizen would he found, wlmso bosom would 
not respond to tbo sentiment, that “preparation 
ought to lie made lo meet any emergency grow¬ 
ing out of our relations with Franco”—or who 
would not vole the paltry sum of three millions, 
to protect our cities, our commerce, und our 
Navy, “provided sucli ex|>enditurc should be- 
conio necessary for tho defence of the country!” 
And yet such men have been found! Men 
buse enough lo sacrifice (lie interests and the 
honor of (lie nation, for the advancement of 
their individual projects of nmbition, and tbe 

K lification of their hatred to the man at tho 
d of the government whom the Pimple de¬ 
light to honor.

“When this appropriation for the defence of 
Ihe country” was read in the Senate of (lie U- 
nited States, it was stricken out on (he motion 
of Daniel Webster. The same Daniel Web¬ 
ster who, in (he Home, of Representatives, vol- 


of Ihe country will permit. 

Tho pretence of llie I’anic-makers, that the 
prop isilion of the House was unconstitutional, 
is therefore just as t.uc ,is their last year’s cry 
ol'tvranny ami usurpation. 

That it w as to lie expended at the discretion 
of llie President is number ground of prelemlc I 
alarm. Had tlie appropriation been made,and 
bad it become necessary lo expend it, (lie dis¬ 
bursement must have been made through the 
War and Navy Departments, precisely as in 
other cases uf appropriation tin- the army and 
navy. 

The usual appropriations expended through 
those departments exceed ten millions of dol¬ 
lars per year; all of which is expended miller 
the direction of the Executive authority. The 
oulj' additional rigid am (erred on Ibe Presi¬ 


dent liy the proposed section in the appropria¬ 
tion bill, was to decide, in a certain contingen¬ 


cy, whether the money should be expended or 
not, und wlmt portions should lie devoted to the 
navy, and what imrlions to the army.— 
No power was proposed lo bo given him over 
tlie ui'lual expenditure of the money more 
than lie |>os-e-s.-s over the expenditure of 
every other appropriation. Is it not singular 
that the very men who are yearly crowding 
ti|»on the President numberless millions, to be 
expended under bis discretion, in making in¬ 
ternal improvements ol little or nn use, and in 
its cnnsequcnco* corrupting largo masses of our

'I’lic Western Methodist, a journal published 
ut Nashville, umiomiccs jlie death of a dis¬ 
tinguished man in tlieir fraternity, viz; W*. 
M’Kexdhkk. 11c was a native uf Williams¬ 
burg, Virginia, and was an Adjutant during 
the revolutionary war. When about thirty 
years of age, lie become an itinerant preichcr 
amongst (lie Methodists, nml was made a bish¬ 
op in the year 1808. We subjoin, from the 
paper quoted above, some interesting particu¬ 
lars:— 

Dislmp M’Kcmlrcc preached bis last sermon 
on earth in the new church in Nashville on 
Sabbath the 23d of November, 1831, which 
was rejiortcd from bis lips, and forms the tint 
number of tlie Western Methodist Preacher 
II is health immediately declined hedow its usual 
low state, and continued very indiTorent until 
lie left Nashville about tbe 22il December to 
visit bis brother, Dr. James M’Kcndree, in 
Sumner county. He readied bis brother’s house 
or its vicinity before Christmas. His spirits 
were then low and his mind seemed to lie in a 
stale of severe trial, arising chiefly from the 
thought that liis days of usefulness und labor fur 
the church were over, ami that lie could in fu¬ 
ture expect lo lie nothing hut an unprofitable 
servant. A spirit of worldly anxiety assaulted 
him, with which he Imff'elted lor a season, 
slruggling-in prayer against it, in which labor 
bo was joined by a favorite ncpliew, whose 
prayers bo entreated tlmt the temptation 
might depart. The cloud at length broke; tho 
beams of the sun of glory slmno through, and 
the abashed adversary fled from his last con¬ 
flict with this man of God, who now lioldly 
stepped beyond the valley of despair and over 
the enchanted ground quite into the celestial 
land ol Beulah where heavenly voices were 
beard, ami where messengers from the belter 
world were not “few and far between.” 

About this time tbe fore finger of tl\e Bish¬ 
op’s right hand became affected with a singu¬ 
lar swelling which come on the end near where 
be habitually held his pen in writing. He sub¬ 
mitted il to medical treatment from Id* bro¬ 
ther, Duct. James M’Kcndrec; but il seemed 
lo resist and mock at all the efforts of skill, be¬ 
anie exceedingly painful und wasted away the

linger, while the agony seemed to communicate 
to other parts ot bis body ns if a synqialhy 
existed between bis hack and head und the 
incorrigible tumor on his finger. 

It was most affecting to learn the aid to which 
Ihe Bishop rescued while in |ioin. Sometimes 
members of his own family and religious bre¬ 
thren from the neighborhood would be prcient 
when the Bishop would request their prayers, 
such was liis faith in a prayer—hearing God 
that almost invariably the throbbing* would 
cease during the prayer, and before its close 
tbo bishop would lie in a slumber us calm as 
an infant’s. In one instance lie told n Iriend 
anil neighbor tlmt lie wished him to pray with 
him on account oT Ins pain; not says he, ns you 
pray in your family, but in faith, with direct 
reference to my case. After prayer llie Bish¬ 
op smiled, raised his baud and said it is easy 
now!” This was about Iw j weeks before his 
dqnth. 

His strength was completely prostrated, and 
liis voice sunk to a whisper, white liis chronic 
asthmatic complaints increased, and his tils 
ol coughing with Ids inability In raise tbo nt- 
cumulnting phleglnn, gave premonition th.it 
liis li:i!d on life was like the gaisumer weblrail 
ns the shadows that dance on the plain. 

The all enlinn of the Bishop’s relatives had 
all along been unremitting nml tender; it now 
became extreme. His interesting sister was 
ever at bis hod side, whore her “post of obser¬ 
vation darker every hour” had oftentimes been 
before—for m*ny a lime before Ihis, has llie 
Bishop gone home to die. His kind affec¬ 
tionate and engaging niece seemed for week* 
In have risen above the waul of sleep ns slu 
watched the nights nml days away at bis pil¬ 
low. Ti e Bisitop Was so uflcclcd by her con¬ 
stant attention,tlmt lie would kindly say to her— 
“Frances, you are like a lump; you wake 
when I sleep, to shine on me when I wake.” 

The fSubbulh previous to his death, from day* 
before mortality was merged in immortality, 
his brother, tho doctor addressed hint to the 
following effect: Bishop, you are sinking hp'l 
we shall in all probability lie soon separated. 
The Bislmp replied—“yes I know it; but all 
is well!” liis horlhrr then questioned him in 
regard lo liis last wishes respecting his lunertil 
arrangements, when both the Bishop and hi* 
brother (both having been similarly affected 
with asthmatic complaints) were seized with a 
fit of coughing which interrupted theirtonver- 
sation for tlmt time. Soon after the Bislmp 
was seen to make a signal with liis hand that 
he wished to speak, when nl the loquest of Dr. 
M’Kcndrco, liis ton Dudly M’Kcmlrco the 
Bishop’s nephew, loaned over him to receive 
his communicalii m. 

With regard to the state of hi* mind, H*° 
Bishop said “All is well, for lime or for et«r 
nilv: I live by faith in tlm Soiof Got: form 0 
In live is Christ; lo dio i* gain.” In his nm*t 
emphatic manner ho repeated:—“I wish that 
point to lie (mrlbclly understood—that nil w 
well with me, whether 1 live or die. For two 
months,”said he, “I have not hud a cloud l<> 
darken my hope: I have had uninterrupted 
confidence in niy Saviour's love,”—He com¬ 
menced repeating the stanza—

Witli regard to Ihe circumstances ol his in¬ 
terment he summed up liis wishes in the fid- 
lowing expressive sentence:—“I wish lobe bi - 
rioil ill (hu ancient Methodist style, like «U °kj 
Christian minister.” Ho was nsked if lie had 
any choice in regard to the text of hia funepd 
sermon, Iho preacher, ortho hymns to he sung 
on Iho occasion : liu answered that ho had none. 
Ho was subsequently askod if he had any CI voice 
in regard lo the one who sliould preach hi* ft * 
nera) sermon; his'answer was, “not particular¬ 
ly; Logan Douglass as well ns any (me.’ 1 Thu 
wus his way of calling the Rov. Tht'iP#* 1°" 
gou Douglass, Presiding Elder of Iho Nash¬ 
ville Districl; and this is considered by 1»*

The Dishop now seamed to summon oil the 
powers of his soul lo pass the ccdd stream ot 
death. He had ordered the bedstead on which 
his venerable till herd cj year a , ' be brought 
in; and, if we mistake not, the s.uno I cd ami 
betiding to lie placed upon it, as be wished to 
die where his father died. U|Kjii this couch 
ho waited the coming of the messenger of death. 

In the interval between tbe Sabbath and the 
Thursday following when he died, lie suffered 
but a little pain; was calm, com;.owl, and a- 
waited the coming of his Lord like one whose 
earthly labor had boon done and well done. 
Many were the gracious expressions which he 
whispered to one and another of his friends du¬ 
ring those lust days of his life; many of which 
will no dobut be treasured up and hereafter giv¬ 
en to tho public. To his nephew, Dudley 
M’Kcndree, he said "follow mb as I have fol¬ 
lowed Chist,only closer to Christ.” He ivasr:- 
murkahly fond oflbe phrase —"All is welt.” 
With this he would almost invari.-b'y answer e- 
very qneitinnwhich related to the state of his 
mini'; his,imbed,was his last conno led exproi- 
g o i, id h i’ the lust word he ever uttered in a 
inoi til hearing wns‘i/es’ in unswer to the ques¬ 
tion asked him as he wiisdyinj.—“Isall wel'.” 

On the day ol his death lie was questioned 
agiin in respect to his funeral arrangements; lo 
which ho answered, “I leave it all to my triends; 
only preserve the plainness; my friends know 
my wisl.ei.” 

On the afterno m of his death n blister was 
applied to the tumor on his linger which np- 
pOafed to lie nearly or quite dead; the object 
waa^fer doubt to create sumo action that might 
have a tendency to arrest gangrene. Whin 
the blister began to act he waved his hand 
backward and forward and asked ivlial was 
I lie mailer with it. As it seemed to distress 
him Ins brother removed the blister ami put on 
an emollient jKiullice—when the Dishop wliis- 
pered‘‘itis easy now.” After this his kind 
mid tender sister asked him il lie was in pain— 
to which Im answered "no.” 

He had long been subject to coughing fils, 
and was obliged lo be raised op each time to u- 
void sullVatioii. In order lo raise him easier,a 
blanket was arranged so that he could be rais-. 
o i without injury' to bis arms; and bis sisler and 
niece together with a little daughter ol Duilly 
M’Kendree were in the habit ol silting behind 
him lo support his head in a sitting or mi in¬ 
cumbent pasture. 

Dealli was in flic room. The question had 
bean asked the voncrablo sentinel who shall no 
more stand on the lowers of our Zion "is all 
well:”—he had answered “yes.” Just then by 
a gu lden spasmodic contraction ho so imadtu 
have a darting pain in his right side; the mus¬ 
cles of his left chuck appeared to suffer a cor¬ 
responding spasm, and kn tiled up with a deep 
wrinkle which remained after the pain in the 
side h id passed away. Sensible of this milieu 
lar distortion tho Dishop was observed to make 
two eaorgetie efforts to smooth down his coun¬ 
tenance; tha second effort succeeded, and a dy¬ 
ing smile cama over tho lirow of the veteran 
and doscon led Upon the lower feature! ol his 
face.—Then the senior Prelate of our Ejiisco- 
pacy surrembred the pirchmcnl ofsupermlen- 
doncy which lie h id held of God and tbe church 
since 1803; hu returned it stainless ni the 
mountain sn nv. Tho struggle w.is over.— 
The chariot lnd goao over the everlasting 
hills. 

After death tho Dishops features were calm 
ami beautiful. The woes of earth had passed; | 
no trace of agony romainod. There was a | 
noble sublimity in the inanimate clay, connect¬ 
ed with every circumstance ol the Dishop’s lung 
midusuful life, that nude tho gazer linger long 
over il as if he was looking upon features ho 
should sec again in some radiant seeno over 
which the curtain of futurity yet lungs its 
folds. 

In conlbrmiiy with the wishes of the deceas¬ 
ed ho was shrouded in a grave robe of black 
silk, and inclosed inn plain but substantial 
walnut coffin; and on Saturdiy, ns wo have 
previously mentioned, lie was interred nt the j 
left hand of his father, only a lew rods from the 
family mansion where hu died.

Sleam Navigation In India .—An English 
writer, ill advocating the project of u steam na¬ 
vigation to India, by way iff Egypt and the 
Red Sea, makes the following statcniuiil: 

"It is wished for by all the native Mussul¬ 
man population of Asia and Africa, because it 
will afford them (in llicir opinions) tbe most 
decided religious advantages, by giving them 
immediate access to the tomb of llicir prophet 
at Mecca, which is only CO miles from Judd.il 
which last place the steamers puss in fight ol, 
in going both to and from Suez. The pilgrims 
of Africa gel u passage from Suez lo Juddali, 
ami the pilgrims of Asia (rum India lo Judduh; 
and although a great portion of these pilgrims 
nre poor, yet there are many that are very rich, 
who would must gladly pay vn-ry large sunislo 
enjoy tho rapidity and certainty of a steam con¬ 
veyance lo Juddali. Another strong reason is, 
that the pacha of Egypt is much interested in this 
object, because it will afford him a rapid inter¬ 
course between Egypt uml the distant posses¬ 
sions on the Rod Sea and Arabia (via Mocha 
«ml Juddali) tributary to bis government. 

Moreover, the coffeeuud gum trades of Ara¬ 
bia, and the gold dust from the eastern side of 
Africa will become completely monopolise I by 
this steam company, if formed; the two former 
of which are now possessed almost entirely by 
(he Americans, who conic from Daltiniore, in 
ballast, loMociia, purchase their cargoes with 
dollars, and lake the same to Marseilles, Leg¬ 
horn and Genoa, journeying 30,039 miles Irom 
the day they leave Baltimore till they d sclmage 
them at these Mediterranean ports, and oc:u- 
pving twelve months of lime; whereas the dis¬ 
tance, ifeonveyed by the steam compmi) ’s ves¬ 
sels, is 15-53 miles, and in 20 days from gelling 
the goods on board the steamboat at Media, 
tVey would reach Cuiro and there find an im¬ 
mediate sale at a great profit ( 193 per cent.) 

Extraordinary S ticide In France.— A Dash¬ 
ing young iiiui.who frequented the best socie¬ 
ty, conceived tho design of committing suicido 
which ho executed in the following singular 
maimnr,a tew evenings since: Aller having ar¬ 
ranged himself in full dress as for an assembly 
ho lighted six toilers, and placed them in order 
round his bed, and near the latter was a pan of 
charcoal.
